Mr. Kasson 
stated that the effect of the repeal last July had 
already become visible in a diminution of 30 or 
50 per cent in the cost of mail contracts west of 
the Mississippi and north of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. Mr. Garfield called attention to the fact 
that the only way to abolish the printing abuse, 
which cost $2,000,000 a year, was to abolish the 
franking abuse. A number of members who 
will vote against the franking privilege are in 
favor of allowing weekly newspapers to be cir 
culated free within the county where they are 
published. 
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The New York Herald of last Monday points 
with excugabie satisfaction to the fact that ite 
previous Sunday issue contained fifty-four col- 
umns of advertising, which was an increase of 
ten columns over that of the Sunday before. 
The Sunday issue of Tun Cuicaco Tarune of 
the same date contained thirty-eight columns of 
advertising, equal in amount of space to forty- 
four colugans of the Herald. New York and its 
suburbs contain at least four times as many 
people as Chicago and its suburbs, while there 
are only ten columns, or about one-fifth, more 
advertising in the New York Heraid than in 
Tus Curcago Tune.

THE PELICAN STATE. 

New Orleans, with its masquerades, proces- 
sidns. tinsel, and glitter of Mardi Gras, forcibly 
reminds one of the Harlequin at the footlights, 
who amused the people with his capers while 
his wife lay dying at home. A pamphiet, re- 
cently issued in New Orleans by Charies Gayarre, 
of that city, gives a statement of the financial 
condition of Louisiana which will strike the 
general reader with surprise. Hopeless as the 
financial embarrassments of the State have long 
been known to be, the full extent and complete- 
ness of the ruin have not been known un- 
til mow. Mr, Gayarre first shows that 
the public debt of the State amounte 
to $60,000,000 in round numbers, which 
is divided up as follows: Debt of the Oity of 


New Orleans, $25,000,000; debt of the State, as 


declared by the Supreme Court, $30,000,000 ; 
debt of the rural parishes, $5,000,000; The in- 
dividual indebtedness, in which is included 
what the people of Louisiana owe private credi- 
tors in the United States and Europe, amounts 
to about $40,000,000, which, of course, is to be 
deducted from the means of paying the public 
indebtedness, The other liabilities of the State 
are $12,728,000 of current taxes, and $12,000,000 
of back taxes, making a total indebtedness of 
$124,728,000. Assuming that the number of re- 
sponsible taxpayers ig 100,000 out of the whole 
population of 730,000, which is a large estimate, 
as more than one-half the population consists 
of blacks, the responsibility of each one of 
them for this indebtedness is $1,247. 

Mr. Gayarre next considers the ability of the 
State to meet this enormous indebtedness. The 
value of the sugar crop this year will 
be about $13,000,000, which will not moet 
the advances made on the crop, The cotton 
crop will be about 350,000 bales, which at ruling 
prices cannot brihg more than $22,000,000, and 
with regard to this crop Mr. Gayarre says: 
I venture to assert that two-thirds at least of 
the cotton farmers will need advances, without 
which the next crop could not be made.” The 
rice crop is estimated at $500,000 and other 
products at $4,500,000, making a total of 
$40,000,000 as the result of productive labor 
in Louisiana, of which nothing remains to 
be carried to the account of accumulated 
capital,—the whole being required to sur- 
port the inhabitants. As to the condition of the 
people, Mr. Gayarre affirms that fhe 141,000 la- 
borers of the State who produce this $40,000,- 
000, averaging $290 per head, out of which they 
must support their families and pay their 
private debts and weir share of the 
public liabilities, are in reality slaves of distant 
capital, owning nothing themselves. The ur- 
ban population, especially of New Orleans, the 
people who, the other day, were parading the 
streets with all the pomp and show of Mardi 
Gras, according to Mr. Gayarre, have not been 
able to meet their current expenses. With New 
Orleans in such a condition that two-thirds of 
its revenue would not be accepted asa gift on 
condition of paying the taxes; with an indebted- 
ness of 6124, 728,000 hanging over the people; 
with entire assets of only $150,000,000 represent- 
ing the market-value of all the property in the 
State, it is little wonder Mr. Gayarre says it 
almost unsetiles the brain to think of such 
things.” 

The sum and substance of these statistics is 
that Louisiana id bankrupt. As Mr. Gayarre 
says: , n 

What are the bonds of the State and her certificates 
of indebtedness worth, if half of this exhibit is ? 
Who would give for them 10 cents on the dollar? A 
general im on prevaile that many were fraudu- 
lently issued. If true, to the speculating hoiders of 
thode obligations who got them for s song may be 
properly applied the legal dictum, “ caveat emptor.” 
Why should we continue to die by inches in our efforts 
to pay interest on those bonds of more than doubtful 
origin, when the officers of the State, without whose 
arduous labors the State could not proiong her sickly 
lifeand provide ways and means to extinguish her 
honest debts, are paid n warrants, which, te have 
bread, they are obliged to pledge, at a valuation of 25 
cents on the dollar, and at a rate of interest of 5 per 
cent a month? A man who, knowing himself to be in- 
solvent, conceals his situation trom the public for the 
purpose of issuing more irredeemable obligations, is a 
swindler throughout all civilized nations. Under what 
construction of the common law of ethics can a State 
claim the benefit of clergy when acting feloniously 7

distribution of public documents printed by au- 
thority of Congress, and of seeds supplied by 
the Agriculiural Department, and adds a bribe 
to the press by promising free circulation of 
weekly papers within the county where pub- 
lished, and free exchange between publishers. 

. We trust that the press is not ta be bribed. 
People who want public documents can pay 
for their transmission, or, by waiting 
a few months, can buy them dirt-cheap 
at the nearest second-hand book-store. The 
seed-furnishing business, regarded in any other 
light than as a machine for spending money, has 
been a cost., failure. In that light it has been 
a costly success. If it is to go on, it should at 
least be taxed its postage. But the chief evil of 
the bill is the fact that it is the first step towards 
@ full restoration of the old abuse. Mr. Hale, of 
New York, has already tried to substitute for it a 
bill for a full restoration. The constituents of 
Hale, of New York, sheuld let him know what 
they think about the matter. The argument for 
the present bill has been of the most puerile 
character. The House has been told that it 
ought to pass it, because ifit didn’t the public docu- 
ments ready for distribution, on which the post- 
age would be $122,000, would be sent by express. 
Why shouldn't they be. And, again, the House 
has learned that the various Executive Depart- 
ments have special stamps issued to them which 
are used by many persons who have no right to 
do so, and that therefore Congress might as well 
take its share of the “swag” when other people 
take theirs. And, once more, the House has 
been gravely informed that the abolition of the 
franking privilege lias saved nothing, because the 
Post-Office costs more now than it did before. 
The question is: Would not it cost still more if 
it were saddled with the franking abuse? To 
this the answer must be yes, for the saving in 
one month on one railroad (the Baltimore & 
Ohio) has been officiklly reported at over $200,- 
000. Franking is a fraud. Press and people will 
rebuke this attempt at a new salary-grab. 


THE SANBORN RASCALITY., 

The information which the House of Repre- 
sentatives is vainly seeking to obtain from the 
Secretary of the Treasury, relative to the San- 
born blackmailing contracts, is beginning to re- 
veal itself in the public prints. The Hartford 
Courant calls attention to two operations under 
the Sanborn contracts which should be carefully 
laid away by the House for future reference. 
The substance of these operations is as follows: 
On the 29th of August last, three detectives 
under the Sanborn contracts arrived at Hartford, 
armed with credentials which were satisfactory 
to the Collector, and commenced their work. 
They first called at the store of George W. Williams 
4 Co., manufacturers of Jamaica ginger, and 
made a claim of $5,000 for unpaid taxes, al- 
leging that the ginger was a patent medicine 
and should have been stamped. Tne firm 
replied that they had obtained an opinion from 
the Oollector of the District when the ar- 
ticle was first put upon the market, and he had 
decided that no stamp was negéasary. The de- 
tectives insisted, however, aftér showing their 
credentials, that they had come from Washing- 
ton with instructions to settle the business, and, 
in order to effect a settlement, they would take 
off one-half, provided the money was paid im- 
mediately. After consulting the Collector, and 
finding that Sauborn’s deputies were acting by 
authority, the firm paid the money and got a re- 
ceipt, as received “from John D. Sanborn,” 
from Secretary Richardson, in the regular form. 
Subsequently learning that the whole proceeding 
was irregular, the firm made a statement of 
facts at Washington by counsel, and are now in 
a fair way to recover their money. 

The next operation of these legalized confi- 
dence-men and blackmailers under the Sanborn 
contracts was the presentation of a claim for 
$15,000 to Messrs. C. H. Dexter & Sons, of 
Windsor Locks, Conn., manufacturers of “ Star 
Paper,” which they alleged should have been 
stamped as a patent medicine. Asin the other 
case, they offered to compromise for $7,500 if 
the money was paid immediately. The firm, 
however, through their attorneys, managed to 
put off the detectives until they obtained an 
opinion from Commissioner Douglass that the 
Star Paper was not subject to tax.

- FREE BANKING. 
Free banking does not necessarily involve cur- 
rency inflation. If everybody who can depagit 
$100,000 in bonds at Washington is dliowed to 


not depreciate the currency. A paper currency 
is worth precisely as much as the money in which 
it is redeemable. The National Bank currency is 
redeemable in greenbacks. It is worth, then, 
just what greenbacks are. Now if no more legal 
tenders are set afloat, their value will remain 
just about what it is now. But if their value is 
unchanged, the National Bank notes redeemable 
m them will also have an unchanged value. 
80 long, therefore, as the currency 
is imcreased by the issue of Nation 
al Bank notes, and not of greenbacks, 
there can be no depreciation, and, consequently, 
no inflation, for inflation, as the term is used 
nowadays, signifies an increase in the volume of 
the currency that causes depreciation, or, as its 
friends put it, makes money cheaper.” Free 
banking would work in this way: If the banks 
set afloat more currency than the country could 
use, ite value would bogin to sink below that of 
greenbacks. As soon as this happened, the 
banka would be called upon to redeem in green- 
backs until the superfluous part of their issub 
was again in their vaults, In this way deprecia- 
tion below the greenback standard would be 
avoided, and the volume of currency would regu- 
late itself. This is substantially the English 
plan. The greenbacks correspond ta the Bank 
of England notes, and the National Bank 
notes to those of the English country banks. 
Our readers will find in the first volume of 
Tooke’s History of Prices copfous extracts 
from the testimony of English country bankers 
on the working of the system there, under 3 
suspension of specie payments. This testimony 
shows thatthe amount of currency they could 
keep afloat varied regularly with the season of 
the year. During the spring and fall trade, they 
discounted freely, but soon utter, their notes 
were presented for redemption, until the surplus 
issue was again stored away in their vaulta, 
When the Bank of England contracted its issues, 
theirs increased; when it increased its issues, 
theirs contracted. In other words, the currehcy 
issued by banks, which could legally cireu- 
late apy amount whatever, contracted and 
expanded im precise proportion to the 
needs of the country. It was thorongh- 
ly elastic. Free banking would indirectly 
aid the resumption of specie payments 
in two ways, It would make it pole to on- 


business, because as the greepbacks were with- 
drawn fresh bank notes would be issued to take 
their place. And, again, it would help contrac- 
tion because the new banks formed under it 
would have to keep their reserves in legal ten- 
ders, and thus a good deal of the greenback cur- 
rency would be withdrawn from circulation. The 
Congressmen who are opposing the bills for 
free banking on anti-inflation grounds are mak- 
ing a great mistake. The measure is not a com- 
promise with the other side. It is a straightfor- 
ward step towards specie payments. 


SIMPLIFYING THE TARIFF. 

The importers, dealers, and workers of tin- 
plates in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chi- 
vago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Troy have me- 
morialized Congress for the change of the exist- 
ing ad valorem duty to a specific duty of one 
cent per pound. The reasons given for this 
change seem to show the wonderfully-compli- 
cated machinery of the present tariff law. Tin- 
plate was first taxed in 1842, at the rate of , per 
cent ad valorem. In 1846 the duty was raised to 
15 per cent, and in 1857 reduced to § per cent. 
In 1862 it was raised to 25 per cent, and in $872 


By a change of the duty from ad valorem 
to specific, all this complicated detail would be 
avoided, and the whole process at the Custom-

Imperial Parliament is causing litsle un- 
easiness and much discussion in Germany, espe- 
cialy at Berlin, where Socialism has developed 
unlooked-for force.

Where defeated, 
they nevertheless polled, in 4 great many in- 
stances, in alarmingly large vase; and 
this fact, more than their representation in the 
Reichstag by a dozen members, it is that 
awakens the fears of jhe wen. And 
well it may excite apprehension, for sach 
vote is a declaration of war against the existing 
political, social, and moral organizatien of the 
world ; a serving of notice on the loyal subjects 
of His Imperial Majesty that the voter claims a 
certain right, title, and interest in all bis goods 
aud chattels, whether real or personal. 

German statesmen naturally inquire what 
they are going to do about all this. Three reme- 
dies have been already recommended, —roatrio- 
tion of the right of suffrage, interdiction of 
Socialistic doctrines, and the enforcement of the 
exercise of the right to vote, as a duty which 
the State may exact, from the individ- 
ual. To restrict “the . suffrage would be 
an abandonment of the liberal principles in- 
troduced into the new. German Constitution, 
and would ngt be acceptable to the large body of 
the German people. We are glad to notice that, 
as a rule, this way of curing the growing evil is 
not fayored. The next remedy—that in the 
interest of tvivilization the doctrines of the 
“Social Democrats” should be prohibited, 
and that it should be made penal to 
advocate *them—is, if anything, worse than 


the evil. It would be impossible to apply it, 
and besides it would form a very bad prece- 
dent. It may be very true that a principle is 
adverse to true civilization, and yet be very dun- 
geroug in the interests of civilization to inter- 
dict ite discussion. The third remedy is the 
most rational oue proposed. It would check the 
success of the Social Democrats,” at least for 


a long time. Their success is due, first, 
to their better organization, and then to the 
apathy of the Conservatives. In Berlin, their 
great stronghdid, it appears that of 130,000 
qualified voters only 43,000 exercised the right 
at the recent elections, thus leaving 87,000, fully 
two-thirds of the whole, who did not vote as al. 
Of these 87,000, there is, perliaps, scarcely one 
Socialist; for the turbulent portions of any 
community are never backward in o@ming to the 
polls.

less of its miraculous effects on trade, less of 
the biessings of an inconvertible paper, less of 
“ unfavorable exchanges,” less of the country’s 


growing up to the volume of our present inflated | 
currency. We shall be less troubled at exporta- 
tions of the precious metals, draw other infer- 
ences from the variations in the rate of interest, | 
or the movements of banking reserves, and | 
make fewer endeavors to regula its supply,— — 
perbaps confess that we cannot regulate it at all | 
by legislative enactments. But, better than all, 


we shall learn to connect the prosperity of the 
country, not with the supply of gold or the state 
of the currency, but with our industry, and that 
the surest way to avoid the wide-spread misery 


consequent un panics is for each one to produce tryi 
as much as possible, to live within his means, 


and not be carried away by speculation or the 
temptation to grow rich except by honest indus- 
try. The lessons taught by Prof. Price are not 
only highly scientific, they are also highly 
moral.
